wage and price controls as soon as 
inflation 
is 
halted. 
He 
urged 
America’s 
businessmen, 
in 
the 
meantime, to stop complaining and 
start working. 
“ I 
believe 
in 
economic 
freedom—that the best economy for 
America 
is 
a 
free 
market 
economy." the President told a 
gathering of industrial executives 
Monday night. “ But faced with the 
choice of wage and price controls or 
continued 
inflation. 
I 
chose 
temporary 
controls 
to 
curb 
inflation. 
“ I believe in balanced budgets." 
he added. “ But faced with the 
choice between budget deficits and 
unemployment, I chose deficits to 
create more jobs. 


“ In the long run. our goal is to 
remove the controls and get rid of 
the deficits—once we have brought 
about 
price 
stability 
and 
full 
employment. In the short run, there 
is going to be a lot of complaining." 
Nixon said. 


Nixon spoke to the White House 
Conference on the Industrial World 
Ahead, a gathering called to project 
the nation s economy into 1990 and 
to 
make 
plans 
for 
industrial 
development in the balance of this 
century. 


“ Are you going to crawl into a 
shell and demand protection from 
world competition, or are you going 
to roll up your sleeves and increase 
productivity?" 
Nixon asked 
the 


delegates. “ Are you going to expend 
your energies complaining about 
controls, or are you going to adopt 
wage and price policies that will 
remove the pressure of inflation and 
the need for controls?" 


A few hours before Nixon spoke 
Monday, the Senate approved the 
nominations of two of the principal 
figures in the President’s economic 
control 
machinery—Pay 
Board 
Chairman George H. ^ Id t and 
Price Commission Chairman C. 
Jackson Grayson. Both have been 
serving since November, but a new 
law required that they, and any of 
their successors, win Senate confir­ 
mation. 


In 
another 
development, 
the 
American Medical Association said 
that some of the nation’s doctors are 
planning to appeal the government- 
imposed 2.5 per cent ceiling on fee 
hikes. Some doctors, it said, say that 
cost increases threaten to outstrip 
the Price Commission guideline.

Controversial water rate talks tonight

Lompoc City Council tonight will 
discuss the controversial proposal to 
hike water rates 20 per cent, in the 
wake of a blast of criticism by a city 
water commissioner. 


The meeting is billed as a joint 
meeting 
with 
the 
City 
Water 
Commission at the request of the 
commission. 


Last Friday. P’red H. Biick, water 
commission member, issued a two- 
page 
statement 
challenging 
the 
for the water rate increase and 
criticizing 
the city’s 
accounting 
procedures. 
The commission approved most of 


the points recommended by a three- 
man water rate study committee, 
which called for no direct across the 
board increase. 
Three weeks ago the council voted 
3-2 to acctpt the proposal for a 20 per 
cent increase across the board. The 
ordinance setting forth the details 
must still be acted upon 
Today, Mayor Arthur .Scott, who 
cast one of the two negative votes, 
said he was still opposed to the 
proposal. 
“ I ’m opposed to the ordinance the 
way 
it’s written," 
he told the 
Record in a telephone interview. 
“ Until I see some other figures I 
cannot support It. ” 
Scott will not be present for the 


meeting, but will send a written 
statement to his fellow councilmen 
Scott said “ there’s some merit to 
the 
proposal 
by

Water 
Commission, ” He didn’t elaborate 
A poll of the other councilmen 
yesterday 
was 
only 
partially 
successful. Councilwoman Charlotte 
Benton 
couldn’t 
be 
reached;

State safety division now accused of automobile misuse 


SACRAMENTO (U PIi The state Division of Industrial 
Safety, still burning trom charges of failure to protect 
California workers, now has been accused of personal 
misuse of state-owned automobiles. 
Many ot the violations were committed by supervisory 
and administrative personnel who should be preventing 
such violations." said Assemblyman Vincent Thomas, 
chairman of the joint Legislative Audit Committee 
The San Pedro Democrat's charges came Monday after a 
two-volume report was submitted to the legislature. 
In the first volume, the division was accused of failing to 
deploy enough men to protect workers, but the personal use 
of 
state-owned cars by division employes, 
including 
inaccurate and incomplete 
automobile logs, was singled 


out for criticism in a second report 
Auditor General William Merrifield said a “ significant 
number of employes have permanently assigned state cars 
“ which are used primarily for traveling between home and 
office” and bridge tolls and parking fees are paid by the 
state “ even though the employe incurs these costs in a 
commuting capacity. ” 
“State cars are used sometimes on weekends and 
holidays for personal uses, 
the report said “ Rental cars 
are sometimes used for non-business activities." 
Thomas said one division official who was paid a 
“ relocation 
allowance to move has been driving each 
weekend at state expense during working hours between 
Eureka and the division’s headquarters in San Francisco. 


“This has been going on for years." he said. “ Another- 
employe has been commuting between his nome in Fresno 
and his headquarters in San Francisco. 
Charged with enforcing safety provisions of the state 
Labor Code, the agency has been criticized severely by a 
special Assembly committee established to investigate the 
Sylmar tunnel explosion last year in which 17 workers were 
killed. 
It also has drawn fire from the Reagan administration it­ 
self. and the governor has ordered two separate investiga­ 
tions of the agency 
Its director, Jack Hatton, resigned under fire after 
hearings by the Select Assembly Committee on Industrial 
Safety. 


Merrifield called the new charges “ extreme violations.” 
He cited one administrative official who “ regularly uses 
a state-owned car to commute to and from his home on 
weekends.” Each round trip is 550 miles and the official 
spends about eight hours driving on “ state time ” 
He also said two San Francisco division employes, each 
permanently assigned a state car. logged 13.500 miles in six 
months, while over “ 10.000 ot these miles were driven for 
non-business purposes. ” 
The report said “ a number ot employes commute trom 
office to home during business hours,” adding that travel 
claims of workers are “often not approved by an official 
with the knowledge and the responsibility to review the 
claim s.”

Gallagher’s ruling drew a sharp blast 
from Gov. Ronald Reagan, who accused 
him of a “ flagrant violation of public 
tru st” and “ judicial misconduct 
White said he would hear arguments on 
the state's motion and the lull m erits of the 
case Thursday at 9 a m He took over the 
case when Gallagher was removed from it 
on a peremptory challenge by the state 
attorney general 
In his motion. Momboisse charged that 
Golden Gate Welfare Rights. Inc., which 
s o u g h t

“ fraudulently” represented to the court

welfare rights organization was suspended 
as a legal corporation on March 15.

The Rams 
wrapped him up in a bundle with 
defensive tackle Greg Wojick and 
Lee White, a running back off the 
taxi squad, and turned over the 
whole kit and k a boodle to the 
Chargers for linebacker Jeff Skaggs 
and a pair of draft choices 
The first Jones knew of the deal 
was in a phone call from a TV 
newsman —“ How did he know about 
it before me'’" — and 10 minutes 
later there was another call from 
Tommy Prothro, the Rams' coach 
Jones took both calls at Roman 
Gabriel's wedding reception 
“ Prothro used some of the worst 
tactics in the world,” Jones says, 
still steaming. “ When he called me 
he told me I'd been traded to San 
Diego. I just said thank you very 


much and hung up That was it. 
Goodbye. It they think the years are 
catching up with me. that I can t do 
it anymore, they've got some more 
thinking to do 
I feel I'm very 
fortunate to be traded to San Diego, 
and this is gonna be one of my 
greatest years. I've been MVP. I've 
won 150 trophies in the league the 
last 10 years, but I m gonna do even 
better this year I'm not a negative 
thinker You gotta beat me and you 
gotta keep beating me.

The Wrestling Corner 
Illegal holds 


In the last installment of the 
Wrestling Corner, we went over 
three legal holds used to gam 
advantage or to prevent an 
opponent s doing so Some holds 
are illegal and cost offending 
wrestlers penalty points Here 
are two: 
FU LL NELSON ... This is a 
familiar hold to manv from 
sandlot “ wrestling 
but it is 
dangerous and forbidden in the 
formal sport White has a full 
nelson here 
This match would 
be stopped and Black would be 
awarded 
one 
“ mat 
penalty 
point”. 
LOCKING HANDS 
Locking 
hands by the top wrestler, or the 
wrestler in control, is another of 
the technical violations that 
occur in high school wrestling 
To some tans this violation can 
be contusing because there are 
certain 
situations 
when 
the 
hands may be legally locked 
It both wrestlers are on their 
feet, for example, even though 
control 
has 
not 
been 
relinquished by the top wrestler, 
he may legally lock his hands 
The top wrestler may also lock 


hands it he has accomplished a 
pinning hold on his opponent 
The top man MAY NOT lock 
hands around the body of his 
opponent when his opponent s 
knees or 
buttocks are on the 
mat 
In the photo. White has 
locked hands illegally to prevent 
Black s escape (worth one mat 
point). Action would be stopped 
by the referee and one “ mat 
point” would be awarded to 
Black. 
Another 
type of 
technical 
violation is a hold that forces a 
wrestler s limb past its normal 
range of movement This rule is 
for the protection of wrestlers 
and has helped develop 
a 
sport with less major injuries 
than any other contact sport

such

violation, 
the offended wrestler is awarded 
one “ mat point 
If for some 
reason an illegal hold renders 
the offended wrestler unable to 
continue, the match is stopped 
and the win is awarded to the 
injured man.

Indications point to a banner opening day Saturday when 
ocean sport fishing for salmon becomes legal 
Prospectors all report that the fish 
are there, bait is 
plentiful, and fish are running on the large side But there 
could be a change should there be a storm during the week, 
sweeping the bait out to sea and the salmon after them 
Everyone is praying this does not happen but at the 
moment a change in weather appears imminent Rain is 
forecast We hate to throw cold water on the prospects, but 
that’s fishing! 
Salmon has been seen as far south as Ventura, which is 
somewhat rare 
Conditions of late have been such that 
anything can happen on the ocean, with regards to currents 
So far we know of two party boats that will be working out 
of Avila, end reservations should be made soon 
Meanwhile, bottom fishing has been good, with the 
weather calm but on the distinctly chilly side in the early 
mornings As usual the Pecho Rock area is still the favorite 
with Point Sal a good bet for the larger boats. It is a long 
cold ride from Avila to Point Sal. and not recommended for 
the small craft owner 
Boats from Santa Barbara and Ventura are going out 
daily to the Channel Islands Reports are that fishing has 
been good with lots of large ling cod in the bags 
Surf fishing has been good, but not many anglers out. 
Guadalupe Beach is one of the best local spots. Steelhead 
anglers off Arroyo Grande Creek find the fishing a hit-and- 
miss proposition More large perch are being taken than 
steelheaa. and this seems to be the state of things further 
north The fish appear to give up when they see the sand 
bars in front of most of their old spawning grounds 
Last week we drove up the coast only to find steelhead 
fishing at a standstill Our first stop was at Santa Rosa Not 
a fishermen in sight, we inquired and got the answer, just 
no fish The sand bar was back in place and no fish could get 
in The creek itself is in a very poor condition, just a tt ickle 
and no prospect of it filling up 
Next stop was at San Simeon Lagoon A big sand bar with 
no fish being seen in the surf. In our survey we saw one 
solitary angler who admitted he could have done better 
weeding the garden 
Both Pico Creeks looked like dried up mud holes 
FR ESH W A TE R F IS H IN G 
San Antonio Lake is now putting out a weekly news 
release and reports that fishing has been spotty, with hard 
working angler bringing in the most fish Bass are moving 
in and are being caught in 20 to 30 feet of water. Smaller 
ones in the two lb class in the brushv shallow areas Perch 
and bluegill are beginning to show up off the points and 
around the trees Fishing pressure has been light, with only 
a few catfish being brought in. Nights cold, warm in 
daytime, with little or no wind 
Water temperature 48 
degrees 
Lopez Lake getting a weekly planting, but fishing has not 
been hot Some large bass have been taken trolling plastic 
worms and diving lures Fair fishing from boats, but bank 
fishing on the slow side 
Laguna Lake got a planting last week, and angling 
pressure was very heavy 
Further south, Caehuma and Casitas Lakes are still 
holding the center of attraction, with weekly stocking of 
catcheable trout. Many lunkers are showing up, a hang­ 
over from last year Bass fishing fairly good and should 
pick up with warm er weather

acreage will soar above the 400.000 
acre mark sometime this month 
Statisticians 
in 
the 
County 
Planning Department said today 
established and pending preserve 
acreage now is 403,451.530 acres. 
Some 34.034 acres are in pending 
preserves expected to get final 
approval 
by 
the 
Board 
of 
Supervisors prior to the March 1 lien 
date 
Preserves coming in before that 
date earn a tax break on the 1971 tax 
year. 
When the county implemented the 
State 
Land 
Conservation 
Act 
starting 
in 
1907 
few 
county 
authorities believed that so much of 
the county's prime and non-prime 
land 
would 
be enrolled 
in the 
program. 
It has snowballed, particularly in 
1970 
when 
128.704 
acres 
was 
admitted, and 1968. when 101,474 
acres came in under the program. 
The first year saw only 32,087 
acres taken in. and there were 
members of the County Planning 


Commission 
frankly 
looking 
askance at the program at that 
time. 
The big rush first got underway in 
Santa Ynez Valley. Owners of large 
ranch areas with much open and 
grazing 
land 
needed 
little 
encouragement to sign up early in 
the program Latest big rush has 
come from Santa Maria Valley and 
Guadalupe areas 
where owners 
delayed for years signing up 
In the last several months, so- 
called ‘‘mini preserves” have gotten 
into the act. These include smaller 
farm and flower-growing units in 
Carpinteria Valley admitted under 
new criteria. 
Two years ago, county officials 
felt of the approximate 500.000 acres 
of agricultural land that might 
qualify for preserve status, perhaps 
as much as 300,000 would get into 
preserves. 
With the preserve acreage now- 
soaring far above expectations, and
